A telegram from St Stephen, N. B., 
convoys Uio melancholy tidinga that 
Mr John Bolton, who for tho past five 
years roiwosentod tho County of Char- 
lotte iutiho Housoof Commons, breathed 
his last on tho 15th July. Ho had 
boon for some thrco wooka previous to 
Ilia docoasoj confined to his bod, but, 
anticipating n spoedy recovery from 
his aicknooa, had issued au address to 
iifttf^lectors 01 Charlotto County, an- 
nouncing his intention to sook re-elec- 
tion to tie Commons. In 1SG7 ]\Ir. 
Bolton vraa elected to oppose the Gov- 
ernment, and dming tho past live 
yegr^liq'haii voted with the Opposition 
on most important measures. Ferson- 
allyj vine was, a universal favorite in 
Parliament. ■ He did not speak often, 
oat •whenever he addressed the House 
h^ pquld always obtain a respectful 
hearing; His speeches were never 
tedious. They were always marked by 
great earnesbiess and much practical 
common s^hse. A fire at Picton, N. 
S.^48strpyed,$80,C00wortb^of property. 
The burned steamer Kingston will bo 
raised. ....Two successive attempts were 
made tothrow^&om the traok the express 
train going' east, somewhere between 
Shonnonville and Napenee. Ties were 
used in each case, ouo of which being 
caught by tho engine was nearly cut 
through. A dispatch from Fort Oan-y 
of July 2Gth says: — l\ov. Dr. Punshou 
arrived to-day. A Wesleyau Mission 
Conference is to be hold hero this week, 
and there is a general muBtoring of 
all tho Wosleyau Missionaries in tho 
North West. Tho contract for the 
building of an immense immigrant 
shed is lot. It is to bo constructed 
by tho Ist of October. Tho Hudson 
Bay Comi)any reserve hero is to be 
sold in town lots on Saturday. Dr. 
Lpich is a candidate for the Commons 
for Marquette. Twenty-six immigrants 
by tho Dawson route arrived Isst niglit. 
Tho time occupied botwcou Thunder 
Bay and this place wassoventeon days. 
Steam tugs were on most of tho water 
ways, Tho party included several 
woman and children. They oxi)ress 
th^piselTes gratified with the route. It 
is tedious and that is the greatest ob- 
jection. Captain Norman McEea, after 
being examined on a charge of em- 
bezzling Militia funds, has been return- 
ed toBaddockin charge of a constable. 
V/o deeply regret to announce the 
death of Mr O'Neill, Inspector of 
Prisons, a gentleman well known 
throughout the length and breadth of 
Canada, who[diod at Gaspo recently. 
Mr O'Neill had been a resident of this 
country for between forty imd lifty 
years, and wae aged sixty-seven at tlio 
time .of. his death. Tho 'Globe' has the 
following telegram from Fort Gany, 
July 19th :— Yesterday Iliel fired a 
pistol at a man named Stalker, becauso 
tlio latter suggested to tho Ex-Presi- 
dent that the people wore now prepar- 
ed for any emergency. Tho ball passed 
between Stalker's logs. Tlio oironcc 
was committed on tho highway about 
five miles from Winnipeg. Piel was in 
company of two other From-hmen at 
tho time. Biol i« reported to bo violently 
hostile to the Dominion €h>vemmcnt. 
There is no term of abuse too strong 
for him to apply to it. Is this tho 
reason why the Ontario Government 
havo refused to scud a detective after 
him ? There is no crime wliich tho 
Grits would refuso to jiardou in a man 
yrho roundly abused the jirescnt Do- 
minion Government and sui^ported tho 
"pai-ty." Tho Toronto new post 
ollico is nearly completed, Tlie con- 
tractor was given two years to fmisli 
it, but he will have fully six luoiiths 
to spare. Tho Montreal 'Herald' of 
July 15 states that Sir G. E. Cartior is 
seriously ill with dropsy. Subsequontad- 
•vices stite that tlie gallantkuiglit in i-o- 
covoring. Tho caseof Dickie againut Al- 
pine Grant, editorof tho British Colonist 
Halifax, was brouglit before tlie Judge 
and the verdict of tho Kentville jury, 
•which' wfts against Grant,set aside, and 
rule for a new trial gi'onted, Halifax 
is elated at the news received by cable 
that Capt. Sfaand had made tho high- 
est individual score in tho competition 
for tho Rajah's (!up. won by tho Do- 
minion team at AVimbledon.

mier nuiintainiiig that tlio Ex'.'Ciitivi'_ Gov- 
ornuiont had in no dogroo failed in its 
duty, Tho Houso then went into Com- 
mittee of bupply. Tho vote of £'1,133 to 
defray," the exiJonsoa of ex-Goveruor Eyro's 
dofonco' AvaS Htrongly opposed by Mi-. 
Eowrinpr, Mr. I'./-. Taylor and others, 
while it wan KUiiportcd by ]\Ir. Enssell 
Ciuvuoy unci Mr. CHadstono, wlio did bo 
npou tlu) tifrouud that tho Oovormiiont 
•wore bound liy a pledge given by thoir 
]>vodocoB3ors. Tho veto was ultimately 
cariiod by 243 to 180. A oollisionbo- 
tw eon two veasols occurred oflf tho Islo of 
\Yipht. Tho Lap-wing, steamer, bonnd 
for iiottordaiii, Kauk almost immediatoly, 
and it i« feared that upwards of 20 lives 
\Toro loHt. Tho dispute in the building 
trades is still inisottlod, tho men rofiising 
arbitration, which tho cmployors aro wil- 
ling to accept. Mons.- Oapel contradicts 
a statement roftontly published that a son 
of ;Mr. Gladstoiio'R"had boon received by 
him into tho Itoman Calli(dic Church. 
Tho wifo of a workingmau at Warrington, 
is in cuKtody upon a charge of murdering 
her two chiidron and attempting snicido. 
There is good reason for believing that 
tho nnfortuuato woman is iuBano.
